Citizens Declare Promoters De- 
ceived Them With Promise 
to Cut Rate. 


Charging gross deception on the 
part of representatives of the new 
Stone Mountain interurban street 
ear line in obtaining grants, rights 
of way and franchises, abéut 3,000 
citizens of Stone Mountain, Clarkston 
and every point along the new line 
from Stone Mountain to Atlanta, a 
distance of 16 miles, began Friday to 
wage a relentiess battle against the 
new concern to block its agents 
when they appear before the State 
Railroad Commission to have a 35- 
cent fare between Atlanta and Stone 
Mountain established. The petition- 
ers claim they were promised the 
fare would be less than 30 cents. 

A petition is being circulated and 
is expected to contain the name of 
every property owner and citizen 
who might travel on the road to At- 
lanta. 

L. B. Greer, a Government em- 
ployee residing in Stone Mountain, 
declared Friday morning that T. J. 
Campbell, Mayor of Stone Mountain, 
and Ed Waggoner, Mayor of ‘Clarks- 
ton, would lead the fight. 

It is charged that when representa- 
tives of the new street car line visir- 
ed the various property owners and 
citizens asking for right of ways 
they assured the people they would 
compete with the Georgia Railroad, 
and that the competition would re- 
sult tn a reduction of the present 
Tate of 30 cents charged by the Geor- 
gia Railroad from Stone Mountain to 
Atlanta, " 

At present the new fund is well un- 
der way and it is estimated that ft 
will be completed by November 1. 
Several days ae» the owners of the 
new road, who the Stone Mountain 
people allege are none other than the 
old Atlanta Consolidated crowd, pre- 
sented a petition to the State Raii- 
road Commission asking that they 
be allowed to charge a rate of 35 
cents. 

Feeling along the route is running 
high It has been stated that the 
new road will never be allowed te 
operate unless the alleged pledges of 
reduced rates are carried out. 

The Georgia Railroad makes thir- 
ty-one stops between Stone Moun- 
tain and Decatur and is, according to 
commuters, satisfactory in every way, 
but what angers them is the fact that 
after promising they would give the 
Georgia Railroad competition and 
thus reduce rates the new road plans 
to fix even a higher rate than that of 
the Georgia road. 

Another argument of the citizens 
along the route is that the cost of 
track construction in a city is $2,000 
per mile more than in the country 
and that the city people get the 
cheaper rate. 

Still another is that the new road 
touches the country roads in but a 
few places and is accessible only at 
a few points. 


The signers of the petition charac- 
terize the methods employed by 
agents of the new line as gross de- 
ception and fraud and will demand 
that the State Railway Commission 
fix a low rate—in accordance with 
the alleged promise of representatives 
who first visited them and gave out 
the impression that the new line 
would give them better service and a 
cheaper fare to Atlanta. 

It is expected that the fight from 
now will be a hot one.

How It Happened. 

Here is how {t came about. At- 
lanta had made a valiant fight. Her 
claims ably had been présented by 
John K. Ottley. His remarks were 
secondéd by Sol Wexler, of New Or- 
leans. Other good speakers from the 
South followed. Victory was hover- 
ing over the banners of the Gate City. 
There appeated no hope for any of 
the rival cities. 

Then Thomas B. McAdams took the 
floor for Riehmond, The delegates, 
out of courtesy, were willing to listen 
to him, but they did not propose to 
change their minds in the least. They 
had decided irrevocably upon At- 
lanta.

McAdamea let the sig- 
nificance of this overwhelming ad- 
vantage sink into their conscious- 
nesses and then he subtly suggested 
that if they came to Richmond they 
would not have to go to a club every 
time they desired moist refreshments. 
Atlanta, he warned the bankers, was 
a “dry” town. Richmond was not. 
Resides, the mint julep abounded in

That was enough. here wis a 
sharp, short struggle.

IF BANKERS 


Atlanta Loses in Gallant Fight for 
Honor of Entertaining Na- 
tion’s Financiers. 


~— 


BOSTON, Oct. $-—Richmond, Va, 
won the 1914 convention of . the 
American Bankers’ Association this 
afternoon, Atlanta losing the honor 
of entertaining the delegates after a 
hard fight. 

Atlanta's representatives had 
worked day and night for the con- 


vention since the sessions began in 
Boston this week and the prospects 
had appeared more favorable to the 
Georgia city. The Gaims of Ricn- 
mond, however, were regarded asthe 
stronger when they were put for- 
ward to-day by a number of her 
leading citizens, 

The Atlanta delegates, while dis- 
appointed at the outcome of the hoi- 
ly contested fight, nevertheless took 
their defeat gracefully and added to 
their congratulations of the victors 
the announcement that they wontl 
be in the fight again next year. 

Joseph A. McCord, one of the two 
Southern members of the associa- 
tion’s currency commission, helped 
draft the report which branded the 
Owen-Glass currency Dill “socialis- 
tic” and “imposing unwise hardships 
on the banks and equally unwise 
hardships on the genera! public.” This 
severe condemnation of the adminis- 
tration’s monetary reform program 
was adopted as the voice or the con- 
vention. 

The big feature of the convention 
Wednesday was the presentation to 
the convention of resolutions drawn 
up by the currency commission, These 
resolutions roundly denounced the 
Owen-Glass currency bill. 

Financial Moses Sought. 

H. T. Powell, of Macon, discussing 
the steps taken by the currency com- 
mission, voiced the sentiments of a 
great many of the delegates when he 
made the following statement to The 
Georgian representative to-day: 

“The financial situation is very per- 
plexing, We are wandering around in 
a wilderness just at present, so far 
as any satisfactory solution of the 
currency problem goes, And the sad 
part of it all is that there does not 
appear to be any Moses in sight to 
lead us out of the wilderness into 
the premised land. 

“What is needed is a man of great 
financial experience, in whom the peo- 
ple of the country have unlimited con- 
fidence. No such shining light ap- 
pears in sight as-yet. We are all 
looking for a great leader, a financial 
Moses. 

“We think the world ané all of Wil- 
son down in Georgia, and we have 
confidence in his honesty and sincer- 
ity. He Is a. great man as a scholar 
and a historian. Yet President Wil- 
son is not a great financier. And a 
financier is what the bankers are look- 
ing for. 

Need Bankers’ Backing. 

“The people with whom I am ac- 
quainted haven't the confidence in 
President Wilson's financial policics 
that is a prerequisite to their success. 
Any currency legislation, to be effec- 
tive, must have the co-operation 
the bankers, with whom repoges most 
of the ready money of the country. 
It is like the enactment of a 
hibitory law with reference to liquor 
you can not make such an enactment 
a success until you have the peopie 
behind you. The Owen-Glass curren- 
cy bill can not be a howling succ?ss 
in its present form because it is op- 
posed by the great majority) of the 
bankers of the country. 

“The intention of the bill is of the 
best. It aims to make in 
elastic currency, Should it this, 
it would prevent panics. Yet it is an 
experiment at best. The question ts: 
‘Will it do just the things that are 
intended by it?’ It is no time to dally 
with experiments. We want certain- 
ty. 

“This currency problem is too big 
a thing to risk a failure in. We musi 
know how it is going to work out be-

Citizens Declare Promoters De- 
ceived Them With Promise 
to Cut Rate. 


Charging gross deception on the 
part of representatives of the new 
Stone Mountain interurban street 
ear line in obtaining grants, rights 
of way and franchises, about 3,000 
citizens of Stone Mountain, Clarkstun 
and every point along the new line 
from Stone Mountain to Atlanta, a 
distance of 16 miles, began Friday to 
wage a relentless battle against the 
new concern to block its agents 
when they appear before the State 


Railroad Commission to have a 33- 
cent fare between Atlanta and Stone 
Mountain established. The petition- 
ers claim they were promised the 
fare would be less than 30 cents, 

A petition is being circulated and 
is expected to contain the name of 
every property owmer and citizen 
who might travel on the road to At- 
lanta. 

L. B. Greer, a Government em- 
ployee residing in Stone Mountain, 
declared. Friday morning that T. J. 
Campbell, Mayor of Stone Mountain, 
and Ed Waggoner, Mayor of Clarks- 
ton, would lead the fight. 

It is charged that when representa- 
tives of the new street car line visit- 
ed the various property owners and 
citizens asking for right of ways 
they assured the people they would 
compete with the Georgia Railroad, 
and that the competition would re- 
sult in a reduction of the present 
rate of 30 cents charged by the Geor- 
gia Railroad from Stone Mountain to 
Atlanta. ” 

At present the new fund is well un- 
der way and it is estimated that it 
will be completed by November 1. 
Several days ary the owners of the 
new road, who the Stone Mountain 
people allege are none other than the 
old Atlanta Consolidated crowd, pre- 
sented a petition to the State Rali- 
road Commission asking that they 
be allowed to charge a rate of 35 
cents, 

Feeling along the route is running 
high It has been stated that the 
new road will never be allowed tu 
operate unless the alleged pledges of 
reduced rates are carried out, 

The Georgia Railroad makes thir- 
ty-one stops between Stone Moun- 
tain and Decatur and is, according to 
commuters, satisfactory in every way, 
but what angers them is the fact that 
after promising they would give the 
Georgia Railroad competition and 
thus reduce rates the new road plans 
to fix even a higher rate than that of 
the Georgia road. 

Another argument of the citizens 
along the route is that the cost of 
track construction in a city is $2,000 
per mile more than in the country 
and that the city people get the 
cheaper rate.

Former Revenue Collector De- 
clares His Successor Is Either 
Ignorant or Has Falsified. 


Charging that A. O 
successor as Collector of 
Revenue, is playing to the 
political notoriety, Henry 8S. Jackson, 
in a letter to The Georgian, sharply 
scores him for published statements 
criticising Jackson's 
of the office and his alleged discrim- 
ination in favor of the negro. 

Jackson declares that Blalock's 
charges of discrimination, and 
statements that the negroes employed 
in the Internal Revenue Department 
were “political negroes and carried a 
large vote for Mr. Jackson at the na- 
tional convention,” are absolutely 
false. In his letter he says: 

“I have nothing to do with Mr. Bla- 
lock’s negro policy, or with his de- 
sire and efforts to remove negre 
watchmen and elevator men from 
their positions in order that he may 
appoint some of his political allies and 
friends to fill those jobs 

Statement Called False. 

“I desire to say that if Mr. Blalock 
stated that I had ever discriminated 
against white men in favor of ne- 
groes in any appointments I made 
while Collector or Custodian, he 
stated what was absolutely false, and 
he made the gtatement either in ig- 
norance or in disregard of the record- 
ed facts. 


“If he is correctly reported in say- 
ing that there was $20,000 a year paid 
to negroes under my administration 
of the office while competent white 
men were forced to accept work suit- 
able for the negro only, I desire to 
say that there is not one word of 
truth in the statement. Mr. Blalock, 
if he made that statement, made it in 
either ignorance or utter disregard of 
the facts which are matters of rec- 
ord.

“Being a Southern woman and a 
native Georgian, I think T speak ac- 
curately when I say I think that 
Southern women are always gentle 
in the methods which they use to 
obtain what they desire,” said Mrs. 
Woodall. “From the viewpoint of a 
suffragist, I do not beliewe in break- 
ing law to establish law, Peace and 
arbitration is now our slogan, there- 
fore we could not indorse Mrs. Pank- 
hurst and her methods, which are 
just the opposite. 

“In talking with men and women 
from all sections of the South whom 
it has been my pleasure to meet this 
summer, I found that they measured 
us as suffragists by the English 
miltants. 

“These were 
grades of intelligence, but.I found 
that upon the minds of all of them 
the same thought had been im- 
pressed. They seemed unconscions 
of the good work being done by 
American suffragists to obtain a 
Federal constitutional amendment 
and the extension of the electiva 
franchise in the States. They know 
little of the uplift work for human- 
ity in which we guffragists are en- 
gaged.

Give Day’s Earnings Saturday, 
Home Trustees Say. 


Saturday, October 11, will be the 


annual “Work Day for the Orphans.” 
The board of trustees of the Decatur 


Orphans’ Home has issued, through 


W. E. McCalla, a plea 
to every man in Georgia to give the 
value of one day’s work to that insti- 


tution. 

Sunday, October 12, will be “Or- 
phans’ Rally Day” in a number of 
Atlanta churches, and in many 
churches in other parts of Georgia. 
Sermons will be preached on the or- 
phans, to drive home to the people 
generally the needs of the various In- 
stitutions and of the Decatur home 
in particular. 

The board of trustees of the Deca- 
tur institution hopes to raise $25,000 
by this means next Saturday. Tae 
plan of asking one day’’ work each 
year has proven a greater success 
each year since it was started in 1901. 
The donations have increased from 
$800 the first year to $16,000 in 1912, 
and with the greater enthusiasm that 
the workers are manifesting this year 
it is thought the $25,000 will be easily 
raised. 

The Decatur home now hag on its 
rolls about 130 children, which at 
times increases to 190 or 200. Since 
its establishment it has cared for 
2,500 children, educating them and 
sending them out into the wor'd 
equipped to make a living. 

Some of these children have 
achieved success and occupy high 
places of trust and importance. The 
monthly expense of the Institution 
ranges from $1,600 to $2,000, which 
includes food, clothing, education, 
salaries for matrons and teachers, etc.

New York Exchange Frightened 


Into Voluntarily Adopting 
Threatened Changes. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Frightened 
by the recent Congressional agitation 
against trading in cotton futures, the 
New York Cotton Exchange has 
bowed to the inevitable and now plans 
to make voluntary reforms which will 
have practically the same effect as 
the bill which Senator Hoke Smith, 
of Georgia, and Representative Oscar 
Underwood, of Alabama, came near 
making law. 

Congress, at the last moment before 
passing the tariff bill, dropped the 
amendment regulating the cotton ex- 
changes, but it was evident such a 
measure would pass almost without 
opposition at the next session. Now 
the New York Exchange will do its 
own housecleaning, hoping, of course, 
that such action will prevent any fur- 
ther lawmaking. 

Leopold Bache, of J. S. Bache & Co., 
one of the hoard of governors, states 
frankly that the exchange hopes to 
disarm all criticism by reforming the 
methods of handling business, the 
grades recognized by New York con- 
tracts, and the method of settling 
grade differentials. 


He says the exchange can not adopt 
the Government grades, because they 
are batwed on Gulf cotton, and make 
no recognition of the upland types 
grown in Georgia and other South- 
eastern States. He believes, how- 
ever, that grades can be adopted 
which will please all concerned.

BERS TOLD | 
V ERAVES 


Senator Hitchcock Points Out, 
Peril in Arbitrary Powers 
Given Federal Board. 


By JOHN TEMPLE GRAVES. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The hear- 
Ings before the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee have unques- 
tlonably been of much practical value 
In pointing out the advantages and 
defects of the pending bill and they 
have served also to assist members 


of the committee in formulating 
their views. 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 


who is one of the members of the 
committee, js one of the able and 
growing Senators from the West. He 
has been outspoken and vigorous in 
his protest against certain phases of 
the bill, and his views will have much 
force throughout the West. Among 
many indefinite and uncertain Sena- 
tors he was prompt in his answer 
to my request for his views. This is 
what he said: 
Would Limit Board’s Power. 

“Taking the present bill as a basis, 
the changes which, to my mind, are 
necessary may be outlined as fol- 
lows: 

“First, to strictly limit the powers 
uf the Federa! Board by provisions 
in the law. At present the powers 
of the Federal Board are entirely too 
arbitrary. It would have a prac- 
tical control over the volume of cur- 
rency, over the rate of interest, and 
over the management of the Federal 
reserve banks. It would have power 
to suspend all reserve provisions of} 
the bill and power to dislocate the 
business of the country by compelling 
one reserve bank to lend money to 
another, 

“In fact, the powers of the Federal 
Board are so great they would practi- 
cally be running the banking system 
of the United States. In my opinion, 
these powers should be so reduced 
that the Federal Board, instead of 
running the banking system of the 
United States, would be restricted to 
a supervision of the banks so as to! 
enforce the regulations of Congress. 

“Second, the bill now permits the 
directors of a regional reserve bank 
to have entire discretionary power in 
discounting commercial paper of 
member banks. I think this discre- 
tion should be strictly limited. 

Favoritism a Danger. 

“This great digcretionary power 
now provided for in the bill opens the 
door to the grossest favoritism, One 
member bank might be able to re- 
discount much more than it ought to 
and another member bank wita 
equally good paper might not be per- 
mitted to have half chat it is en- 
titled to. 

“Third, I am against that provision 
of the bill which ;rovides for the re- 
tirement of the $7000,000,000 of our 
bond secured currency. I am willing 
to accept a reasonable amount of cur- 
rency based on commercial paper, but 
lam not willing to have all of our 
cufgrency based on commercial paper, 
as bond secured currency has proved 
entirely safe and its only defect is a 
lack of elasticity. 

Bill Would Contract Credit. 

“Fourth, I think there should be a 
Iimit to the amount of additional or 
elastic currency authorized in any 
bill. 

“Fifth, 1 think one of the needs of 
this country is an increase in bank- 
ing capital, but the bill porvides ab- 
solutely none. On the other hand, 
it transfers 10 per cent of the capital 
of banks that go into the system 
away from their control, and to that 
extent embarrasses them and makes 
them dependent more than they are 
now. 

“Sixth, as drawn, the bill will in- 
evitably produce a great contraction 
of credit or loans while it is being 
put into operation. I think this would 
amount to sererai hundred million 
dollars and would greatly embarrass 
the business world and possibly pro- 
duce serious distress. This would be 
brought about by the efforts of banks 
now holding deposits of country 
banks to get ready to turn them 
over to the reserve banks as the bill 
provides. 

“Seventh, I am strongly opposed tv 
retiring 2 per cent Government 
bonds now outstanding and putting 
out 3 per cent bonds in their place. 
In general, I think the bill is too 


destructive and too revolutionary, 
ani I believe it will tend to build up 
a centralization tendency in the 


banking world.

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Foreign Producers Acclaim Our 
New Tariff Bill, Which 
Neglects Reciprocity 


Why these ringing huzzas throughout Europe over our new 
tariff bill, now in operation, with generally lowered rates and no 
adequate reciprocity provisions? 

What is it that ‘‘marks an epoch,’’ as the London Chronicle 
rejoices, and prompts its staid editor to the rhapsody, ‘‘No more 
remarkable man (than President Wilson) has reigned in the 
White House sirice Abraham Lincoln?"’ 

They are mightily delighted about it in Europe, as the cabled 
special dispatches to The Georgian plainly demonstrate. They 
are so mightily delighted that it looks suspicious. So hugely re- 
joiced that they must be thoroughly convinced that a very good 
thing has befallen THEM. And it has—a very good thing indeed, 
for THEM, a new American tariff law that opens our markets to 
foreign producers, but does not open a single foreign market to 
our producers. 


To the London Daily Express a year ago, William R. Hearst 

said: 

‘Mr. Wilson says that we have grown to such a point 
of production that we overflow our own markets and that 
we must extend our markets and open up foreign markets 
to our produce. 

‘This is quite true; but one reason that we fill and 
overflow our own markets is because legitimate protec- 
tion has prevented the product of foreign manufacturers 
and foreign cheap labor from invading our markets and 
crowding our manufacturers and our own laborers out of

A new tariff law without adequate reciprocity provisions and 
one hundred million dollars’ worth of foreign-made goods 
turned loose on this country at lower rates, or no rates at all, from 
bonded warehouses and waiting ships within a few hours of its 
signing ! 

A hundred million dollars’ worth already, from foreign fac- 
tories, with foreign rents, foreign cheap wages and foreign stand- 
ards of opportunity and civilization! 

And in returr not a single brick out of any foreign tariff 
wall, not a single foreign market an inch wider open to any 
product of any American manufacturer, of any American work- 
man! 

No wonder that in London, Paris, Berlin and all other trade 
centers of Europe they are penning paeans in honor of ‘‘the new 
epoch.’’ No wonder that in the great German capital, as The 
Georgian's dispatches tell us, the merchants are already organiz- 
ing to take advantage of our ‘‘new freedom,'’ the freedom to sell 
more freely to the Americans, but not to buy more freely from 
the Americans. 

We have made a present, under this new tariff law, of freer 
trade to the foreign producer. He knows it and rejoices. But 
there is no gift to the American producer at all. Not only does 
this bill give him nothing, but it takes away from him that part 
of his own home market in which foreign-made products can un- 
dersell him by force of lower wages and cheaper conditions. 

The neglect of the policy of RECIPROCITY—of give and 
take, of scientific FAIR trade, fair alike to the American and for- 
eign producer and wage-earner—is the glaring feature of this 
tariff bill, which accounts for the ‘‘song of triumph”’ rising to its 
ecstatic climax on the OTHER side of the ocean.

The market considerable 
weakness in the absence of support. 
The weather conditions overnight were 
again favorable, with indications point- 
ing to poreect growing weather over the 
entre it. This increased the belief 
by the bearish element that the crop 
estimates are too low and they will 
be raised as the season advances. This 
feeling will undoubtedly increase the 
short interest, which is believed to be 
already large. 
During the forenoon October fell to 
13.34 for a loss of 20 points from the 
initial range.e December dropped £1 and 
January fell below the 13c level to 12.95, 
and there was plenty of cotton for sale 
at below 13c for January.

Heavy Selling Early on Low Ca- 
bles—Shorts Cover on Fear of 
Bad Weather Over Holidays. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The local cot- 
ton market opened easier to-day, with 


first prices net unchanged to 5 points 
lower, in line with easier cables. The 
South, Memphis and Liverpool sold free- 
ly, but there was equally geod buying, 
attributed to trade interests. One bro- 
ker, until recently close to the bull ele- 
ment, was credied with selling 10,000 
January through Hicks and other bro- 
kers on the call. Commission houses 
were again aggressive sellers, said to 
be catching stop orders, and there was 
liquidation by scattered longs. 

After touching a previous low récord 
for the present movement, a stronger 
tone developed, and in fifteen minutes 
prices had risen 5 points. Later the 
market rallied to unchanged to 2 points 
over the previous close. 

The weather map was again favora- 
ble, with indications pointing to unset- 
tled to cooler weather over the western 
half of the belt, with increasing cloud- 
iness over the eastern States. A mod- 
erate cold wave is looked for over Sun- 
day in Oklahoma, but not strong enough 
for damage. 

Shorts were sald to,be among the 
chief supporters and a fair demand for 
resting orders was found at present val- 
ues. 

Generally speaking, the trading was 
mixed, nobody appearing conspicuous as 
a buyer or a seller. However, bull 
leasiers are more hopeful than they have 
been for several days, asserting that 
the market seems pretty well cleaned 
up and a large short interest is exist- 
ing and a sharp reaction is due. The 
technical position 1s stronger, but the 
market fails to rally with the snap nec-

WENTY-ONE times have the 
pennant winners of the country 
fought for the world’s cham- 

pionship on the diamond. 

The World's Series is passing its 
29th birthday, however, with the con- 
tests between the Glants and Ath- 
letics. It first came into being in 
New York in 1884, when Providence, 
winner of the National League per- 
nant, crossed bats with the vic- 
torious Metropolitans—New York's 
standard bearers—of the old Ameri- 
can Assoctation. There were lapses 
in 1891 and 1893 and a big gap from 
1898 to 1902, inclusive, and still an- 
other lapse in 1904, when no games 
were played, but from 1884 to the 
presept, barring these intermissions, 
the eee soneens fight for the apex 
of the baseball world has been an 
established custom. 

The flag has flown in ten States 
during this short generation. Once 
it strayed west of the Mississippi 
River and breezed from a flagstaff in 
the St. Louis park of thé American 
Association. This was in 1886, 27 
years ago. It stayed there but one 
season, came back to Detroit, and 
never since has crossed the Father 
of Waters. , 

Eleven Cities Have Won Title. 

A flag without a home, it has float- 
ed over eleven cities—Providence, 
Chicago, St. Louls, Detroit, New York, 
Louisville, Boston, Cleveland, Balti- 
more, Pittsburg and Philadelphia—all 
have sent forth, from time to time, 
clubs that have fought victorious bat- 
tles for the trophy. One hundred and 
thirty-four games have stamped these 
teams in various years premier base- 
ball players of the world in no un- 
certain brand. Nearly three-fourths 
of the games have gone to the win- 
ners, although of recent years the 
contests have been closer than they 
were in the babyhood of the fight. 

Ninety-seven of the 184 games have 
been won by the teams which cap- 
tured the flag. Thirty-seven have 
gone to the losers. Fifteen times a 
National League club has won the 
flag; once the old American Associa- 
tion captured it; five times it has 
floated over an American League 
park. In fact, the American League 
clubs have been its keeper five times 
out of nine years in which the Ameri-
